Marsh Winery, have been able to sell 
their wines directly to Asia - but not 
to the rest of Canada. 

“Prohibition-era regulatory red 
tape... restricted Canadians from 
purchasing wine in one province and 
bringing it into another,” said York- 
Simcoe MP Peter Van Loan. 

The passage of private member’s 


Bill C-311, amending the 
“Importation of Intoxicating Liquors 
Act,” has launched a new era of 
support for small-scale and family- 
run wineries. 

“As a result, Ontario vintners can 
now directly access markets in BC, 
Manitoba and soon-to-be Nova 
Scotia, while Ontario consumers can 
now legally bring back wine from 
other Canadian Provinces," said Van 


The amendment was put forward 
by Dan Albas, MP for Okanagan- 
Coquihalla (BC), and Albas joined 
Van Loan at the Holland Marsh 
Winery on Keele St., February 19, to 
announce the passage of Bill C-311. 

Albas noted that the most recent 
statistics show that 7 out of 10 botdes 
of wine consumed in Canada are

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MP Munro challenges Wynne 


On February 6, then-Premier Elect 
Kathleen Wynne visited Gwillimdale 
Farms in Bradford West Gwillimbury, 
and held a stakeholders' meeting to 
discuss agricultural issues, and in 
particular, problems with red tape and 
the need for one-window access to 
government. 

"She failed to mention that this is 
an old commitment that the Liberal 
government has promised multiple 
times but failed to deliver,” said PC Julia 
Munro, MPP for York-Simcoe. “In May 
2011, the Ontario PC Party proposed 
one-window access through OMAFRA 
for farmers and Agri-Business, to reduce 
red tape. In September 2011, the Ontario 
Liberal party copied that commitment. 
However, after the election, they took no 
steps to implement it.” 

Munro noted that PC agriculture critic 
Ernie Hardeman raised the issue again 
on May 29,2012, pointing to a growing 
red tape problem and the failure of 
government to implement the one- 
window approach - but Minister of 


Agriculture Ted McMeekin responded 
in interviews that, rather than a one- 
window approach, he wanted a “no 
wrong window approach.” 

In a recent survey, 77.2% of farmers 
said that red tape is increasing and 
that on average they spend 154.2 
hours per year, or the equivalent of 
about 4 standard working weeks, just 
dealing with government red tape and 
paperwork, Munro said. 

She remains sceptical of Wynne’s 
commitment to making changes. 

Over the past year and a half, the 
McGuinty government has failed to 
address the growing red tape problem 
on Ontario farms and implement 
improved access to government for 
farmers and agribusiness, Munro said. 
“Farmers can no longer believe this 
government’s promises to reduce red 
tape,” she insisted. “Hus government 
has held multiple photo ops to talk 
about change, but our farmers are still 
tied up with red tape.”

In the last year, Molley became stiff 
with arthritis and couldn’t volunteer 
any more.

following tips, when dealing with aggressive sales: 

. Do not sign on the spot. If the salesperson pressures 
you to sign immediately, insist you need more time to 
read the contract - including the fine print. 

. Get it in writing. Ask about rental fees, installation 
costs, repair and extra service charges, as well as 
promises and warranties - and make sure you have the 
details in writing. 

. Ask for photo identification, the name of the company 
the salesperson works for, and to keep a copy of any sales 
material that the salesperson shows you. 

. Be sure before you buy. Once you agree to have a water 
heater installed in your home, you will have to pay some 
costs if you change your mind. These costs can include 
any rental payments due when you terminate, the cost of 
removing die water heater, charges for unreasonable or 
excessive wear or use of the water heater. 

You do have some protection under Ontario’s 
Consumer Protection Act. You have the right to cancel a 
contract: 

. If you change your mind, for any reason, within 10 days 
after receiving your written copy of the contract. 

. If the business or salesperson with whom you’ve signed 
your contract has made a false, misleading or deceptive 
statement. In this case, you can cancel an agreement up 
to 1 year after signing. 

. If the agreement does not meet all of the requirements 
of the Consumer Protection Act; again, you have up to 
one year to cancel in this case. 

. If the contract is not clear or easily understood, or fails 
to clearly disclose key information you need to know.

Newmarket - Every year, an 
estimated 1.5 million MRI (magnetic 
resonance imaging) scans are 
performed in Canada. 

At the same time, the number of 
Canadians who rely on implanted 
defibrillators to keep their hearts 
beating is also growing - and the two 
technologies are not compatible. 
There are currendy no MRI-safe 


Canada, despite the likelihood that 
someone who has an implanted 
defibrillator wifi need an MRI scan 
sometime over the lifetime of the 
implant. 

That’s the situation in which Justine 
Bovenkerk, a 35 year old mom 
from Newmarket, found herself in 
December. She needs a defibrillator 
implant to treat a heart condition, 
but also requires regular MRI scans 
for another health issue. 

The Heart Rhythm Program at 
Southlake Regional Health Centre 
found a solution. 

“One choice would have been to 
forego the MRI and use CT scans, 
which would have been less effective 
as a monitoring tool, and the other 
was to use an MRI-safe pacemaker 
which would not have provided 
the full protection against cardiac 
arrest that her heart needs,” said 
Dr. Atul Verma, Electrophysiologist 
at Southlake. “We didn’t feel good 
about either option.” 

Instead the Heart Rhythm Program 
looked into an MRI-safe defibrillator 
widely used in Europe, the Lumax 
ProMRI supplied by Biotronik 
Canada Inc. - and applied to Health 
Canada for approval of the device, to 
treat Bovenkerk. 

The team was successful, and 
on December 24 performed the 
mmimally-mvasive procedure that 
allowed Bovenkerk to be home 
with her family on Christmas Day

Being the change, at Anti-Bullying Day 


Relations between the Elementary Teachers’ Federation 
of Ontario and the Province have been improving, since 
Kathleen Wynne was sworn in as Premier, and appointed 
Liz Sandals as new Minister of Education - but there 
has been no restoration of support for extracurricular 
activities. 

So it wasn’t the teachers, but the Student Leadership 
Team at Fieldcrest Elementary School who put together 
Anti-Bullying Day, on February 15, and invited keynote 
speaker Spencer 
West. 



“MiniWe-Day," 
emphasizing the 
“Be the Change” message of the organization Me to We. 

Me to We is an offshoot of Free the Children, an 
organization founded by Craig and Marc Kielburger 
that is dedicated to transforming “people into world- 
changers, one action and experience at a time.” Spencer 
West, speaker with Me to We, shared his experiences - 
dealing with bullying, and overcoming all challenges. 

West was bom in Wyoming with a genetic disease that 
led to the loss of both legs, by the age of 5 - amputated at 
the pelvis. He was told he would never sit up, never be a 
productive member of society. "My family and I refused 
to believe that,” he told the Fieldcrest students. 

Growing up, he never felt different when he was with 
friends and family, but outside, "people would point and 
whisper... Where are your legs? How do you go to the 
washroom? Can you drive a car?” 

He wanted people to see “beyond the guy with no legs.” 

West was bullied in school, and called “a lot of mean 
names.” Unable to play football or basketball,” he signed 
up for cheerleading - and led his cheerleading team 


to a 1st place finish in competition, with his amazing 
handflips. 

“Bullying continues to happen in schools all around 
the world,” West said. “Everybody should be welcome in 
our schools. We shouldn’t be singled out because of our 
differences. We should celebrate our differences.” 

West graduated from high school, and from University. 
He went on to get a well-paid job in communications, in 
Phoenix, Arizona - but the turning point in his life was 
participating in a Free the 
Children trip to Kenya, 
to help build a school. 
Suddenly, he said, he 
was thinking less about 
himself, "and more about 
the people around us.” 

He saw poverty. He 
saw girls excluded from 
education because they 
had to help with chores 
- carrying water from 
the source kilometres 
away from the village, 2 
to 3 times a day. He saw 
crumbling schools where 
children would sit in the 
dirt and mud to learn. And 
he wondered, “How did we 
let the world get this way?” 

While West was in Kenya, his group was welcomed to a 
village. The path was uphill, and he found it hard to push 
his wheelchair - until four or five boys and girls stepped 
in to lend a hand, helping him reach the top of the hill. “It 
doesn’t matter how old you are, or where you come from. 
We all have the ability, and the responsibility, to lend a 

That has been his inspiration. Last year. West climbed 
Kilimanjaro, the tallest mountain in Africa - on his hands. 
On the way, he helped to build a cairn, “a litde symbol of 
finding your way,” he told the students. "We all have that 
capacity - to be a caim for other people.” 

He urged them to be happy, to be thankftd, and to 
“stand up to bullying every day.” 

And, he told them, “The answer is, 'We are.’ 

"The question is, ‘Who is going to continue to be the 
change?’"
